The Present Status of Nnpoleon—The Imperinl
Exile stll Emperor of France,

The North-German Correspondent, which is
eald to be an official organ of Bismarck, in its
issue of Beptember 24 containg the following
important article:—

“A ﬁmt deal of wrath has been unnecessarily
wasted by the neutral, and particularly by some
of the English papers, on an imaginary ‘dinbo-
lical' project of King Willlam to replace the
Fmperor Napoleon by force of arms on the
throne of France. The sole foundation for this
perfectly gratuitous supposition appears to be
the kind and respectiul treatment accorded to
the captive of Wilhelmshohe by his Prussian
Majesty, for we cannot belleve that any one in
his senees will attach a politieal signification to
the joke imputed to Count Bismarck last July,
that 'if the French were beaten, the best pun-
ishment they could get would be to make them
keep their Kmperor.” It is rather mystifying
to lind Germany one day represented by some
of the London organs of public opinion as vigo-
rously frusccutlng the war with the intention of
giving Bonapartism the coup de grace, while a
week later we are pilloried as the sworn allies
aud upholders of o ruined and ‘effete empire.’

“In a former number we endeavored to show
that King Willinm could not well refuse to
regard his prisoner as lu:lu{,: still the Emperor of
the French. When Napoleon surrendered his
sword at Bedan, no one will contend that he was
not the acknowledged ruler of France—recog-
nized as such both at home and abroad—and
this undoubted faet decided] the reception he
was to find in Germany, and the character of
his impriconment. It must be recollected that
the King of Prussia was not his judge, and had
only to dispose of the captive in o manuner com-
patible with the honor of the allied govern-
ments, Louis Napoleon is as truly a sovereign
ot Wilhelmshohe as Francia [ was at Madrid;
and war, among civilized nations, does not
aboligh International courtesy.

“1f it be asserted that the proclamation of the
republic must be regarded as the knell of the
empire, we must confess our inability to see
how eleven private persons, supported bf a
tumultuons street rabble, conld put themselves
in the place of a government regularly elected
and golemnply cenfirmed by the French people.
Nor, to do the Committee of Defense justice,
do they elaim to be regarded as the successors
of the regency. The country is to decide next
month, by its legitimate representatives, on the
fate of the Empire and the Republic. 8hould
the deposition of the Emperor be then adopted
by the peopleof France, he will of course become
a private individoal, but till that time comes we
are required, both by courtegy and a regard for
legallty, to'treat him as Napoleon 1II. Count
Bismarck, as we know, has consented to receive
Al Jules Favre, and there is no doubt he will
point out to that able lawyer the almost insuper-
able difficulties in the way of negotiating or
concluding a treaty of peace with phe provisional
government, since it has as yel met with only a
partial recognition in France, and is quite
unable to offer any guarantees that the terms it
may make with Germany will be accepted by
-the Constitnent French Assembly next month.

“‘Should Louis N a|laoluou be definitely deposed
by the formal decision of the French people,
we can assure the neutral press thal Germany
will not move a finger in the cause of Bona-
artism.  Buch a course would be incompatible

th with our feelings and our interests. It is
abeurd to talk of the legitimist sympathies for a
family whose present head has described him-
eelf as 'a parvenu, Till France, however, has
decided on her future destinies, Louis Napoleon,
for us, Is still the Emperor.”

Life In and Around the Beleaguered Cliy,
Correspondence of the Lemdon Timges,

Brerone METZ, Sepl,. 25.—1tis a wonder to all
that the French don’t make an attempt to re-
capture this particular point from which I am
writing, as it commands the entire surrounding
country, and one can distinetly see, even with
tke naked eye, everything that goes on in Metz
and i1g environs.
immense ranges—800 to 1000—and not unfre-
quently they have been successful In either
wounding or killing our men. They seem en-
tirely regardless of their ammunition, and take
every cooceivable opportunity of discharging
their Chassepots at whatever object may attract

their eye. During the whole day and
night an everlasting fusilade is  kept
up, as if a ntiue of pheasants

was goiog on, but when you seea r tellow
drop you soon find that no such light sport is
going on, but that it is war, with all its horrors.
Captivity does not, bowever, present itself ap-
purently in its sternest or most deprassing
aspects to the lleckaded inmates ol Metz.
Children can be seen playing in the meadows ;
the bands performing lively musie; the streets
are busy with moving figures in no hurried or
warlike avoeations; and from some tall chim-
neys, which seemed to be those of factories,
smoke counld be seen to issne. You will doubt-
legs be aware that the Prussians have cat off the
water supply from Metz from the side of
Gravelotte, The water of the Moselle is, it
geems, not very wholesome in this part. Cer-
tainly the water is running low in the sourses
around here; it ia not very clear, and only too
rapid. Deserters tell us that in Metz they are
as badly off for water as for wholesome and suf-
ficient food.

So large a mass of men penned up in close
quarters, with a large ]pro wrtion among them
of sick apd wounded, ill-lodged, worse fed, and
drinking bad water, with little or none at dis-
poeal for sanitary purposes, can hardly be in a
pogition to make a very lengthened resiztance.
The works of Metz are of such enormous extent
and strength, its admirable patural position is
g0 strengthened by trenches, forts, bastions, and
earthworks, its strength constantly growing oy
virtue of the new earthworks that are being
thrown u& by thousands of busy spades, that
storming the place would be an act of madness,

Before the actual works of Metz Itself could
he even attacked—that is thoge which consti-
tute its main strength —strong field works must
be earried, and these are protected by heavy
gune on the beights, und would not be pnsued
without paying a heavy toll of soldiers’ lives.
CUertainly the Prussians can have but little idea
of attempting it in the fuce of the receat order
of the King, that all effusion of blood should be
as much as possible spared. If Metz falls—or
rather shall I say when Metz falls #—it will fall
by famine and sickness, not from external as-
sanlt. These gaunt enemies of besieged towns
cannot be shut out: they are now walking the
streets of Metz, and their approaches are being
felt in every house, if what we hear is true.

Reported Interview with
B Prussinn Premler,

Mr. Malet came to ask on what terms
the German Government would consent to make
peace, and also whether it would enter into auy
direct communication with M. Jules Favre. The
Count answered In a fricndly tone, bat very sum-
mnrilx and decldedy, “We don't want money,” he
said ; Ywe are rich, and we don't care about large
indemnities, We do want ghips, Germany not bl
at present & pavel power or having any specl
paval objects in view: buot we know very well thst
we ghall leave behind us in France an undylng
legacy of hate, and that happen what may just now
France will af once go Into training, For that rea-
gon she Jooks forward o aday when, without Bm-

eror Lo Keep her o check, and without the efete
eebléeness and wastefulpess which the lmperial
regime bas brovght on her, she may wresk ven-
geance upon Giermany. Accordingly, what we now
insist upon is thut we shall bave Metz and Stras-
hur&.

ATTITUDE OF THE CZAR.

The Cologne (Fazette, referring to the remarks
of some journals on the attitude,of Russin in
the present War, says:—

The nul.orlqns]y friendly feeling of the Empe-
ror of Russia for Prussia cannot be denled; but
it is gladly rumored about that ke is sicks In
this, we may remark by the wn{. as we know
from the unanimous testimony of eye-witnesses
in 8t. Petersburyg, there is notone word of truth,
The Rmperor is perfectly well, and is delighted,
a8 his presentatlon of orders proves, at the
German victories, At the beginning of the war,
as we learn from a trustworthy source, the
Emperor Alexander declared, in opposition to
the military men who s=urrounded him:—"The
war I8 a misfortune, but it has been provoked
by France. and the troope of my uncle will
glve the French a fitting lesson.” The news of
the battle of Woerth was greected by the Em-
peror a8 joyful intelligence, and the statement
already made in papers is confirmed as perfectly
true, that when, at the eapitulation of Redan,
he proposed a toast in honor of the event, he
broke big glass, according to the aneient cus-
tom, that no one might cver drink from 1t again.
All this as little nccords with what Is said about
the unfavorable fecling of Russia for Prussin as
the letter of the Emperor Alexander to King
William, about which some papers with French
sympathies have recently sald all gorts of fabu-
lous things in an unfavorable sense. The in-
ventors of rumors about congresees must be
content to know that peace will be concluded
without them and those from whom they receive
their orders. )

BALLOON ADVENTURES.

Looking at the size and brightness and life
of the place, it was difficult to realize that it is
abgoluiely cut off from all the external world,
and yetit is ahsolnuzli': for, as the crew of a sink-
ing and waterlogged ship confide their last
meesages to the chance ol the waves, so these
unhappy people in Metz have been r.ry(ng to get
the winds of heaven to carry tidings of them to
anxious friends at home. A balloon was sent
up three days ago from the town laden with a
multitude of letters, little scraps of notes, open,
on one slde the letter, on the other the address,
and generally on one gide orthe other a pathetic
appeal to the humane charity of those into
whose hands they might fall, be they friends or
foes, Lo forward them to their destination: but
the winds were hostile, and the balloon
came down in the midst of the Philistines.
Few ‘people would be more likely to accede
to the prayer than the kind hearted Germans,
with their strong domestic affections: but at the
present there are insurmountable difficulties in
the way. I saw a number of these little notes.
They were {rom all sorts and conditions of men;
<ut the general burden of them was that the
writers were in a singularly high state of health
Here and there were a few extra details, One
gentleman tcld his wife that his horse, Bam-
bino, though twice wounded, was getting on a
werveille, and would live to see happler days.
Aunother, addressing his mother, expressed a
strong desire that a certain young lady, whose
name i would be improper to mention, should
as much as posesible be associated with his kith
and kin, “*for her comfort" during this time of
anxiety, Another gossiped a little about his
brother officers; one of them was likely to be
decorated, and he himself would, without a
doubt, be named a commander of the Legion of
Honor. We must all hope that these aspirations
will be specdily fulfilled.—Metz correspondence

A RIGHTEOUS YERDICT.

The Tamworth Hallrond Accldent—Verdlet of
anslonghter.

The Coroner's inquest respecting the death of
the suffercrs by the late accident to the Irish
mail train at Tamworth, Emngland was con-
cluded on the 24th ultimo. This was the dis-
aster of which at the time a highly exagezerated
account was forwarded o this country by cable,
Edwin 8mith, the chief guard of the train, said
that the distance gignals at North Bridge, Tam-
worth, werefall right on the moraing of the acci-
dent, and he only saw that the main signal was
agalnst them after the deiver had commenced
blowing his whistle to appl{ the breaks, as if in
distress, On looking out he found the breaks
on, and thought the guard's vau and engine
break were on fire, from the number of sparks
flying from the wheels.

He at once applied his brake, and then he felt
a thock as the (rain went on to the siding, and
n crash as the epgine went through the stop
block and toppled over into the river Anpker.
Higgins, the signalman at the southern end of
the station, stated that it was the duty of Evans
to warn him of the approach of the mail trudn
by one blow on his gong. He (Higgins) had
his points set for the *'stop block” as usual; If
he bad received a signal even after the train
had gone on to the siding, he shonld have put
his points for the main line, and have brought
the mall from the siding again on the main line.
He kept his portion of the main line elear, and
if Evans had done the same there would have
been no accident. .

Heury Btafford, the foreman of Tamworth
station, atiributed fthe accldent to Evans, who
ehould always bave kept his points open for
the main live. Evans had been on duty from
630 P. M. on the previous evening, would
have been relleved at Lhe same time in the
morning, Evans, it was stated, bad uoder his

Another Skirmish—Prussinn Succoss,

Tours, Oct. 10—=Midnight—=The Minister of
War has received the following despatch from
the Commandant-in-Chief of the 15ih Corps,
dated at Orleans this evening: —

At about 9 o'clock this morning our force at
Artenay was attacked by a considerable body of
the enemy. Our troops conglsted of General
Lorgnell's Brigade and several companies of
Chasseurs, After a sharp battle the enemy suc-
ceeded in occupying the position. General
Regan went to the assistance of our troops with
five regiments, four battalions, and a battery of
eight guns.

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" THE EMPIRE OF THE FUTURE.

Havarin®s Clalms—Ofeinl Propositions on the
Unification of Gormany,

The Algemeine Zeitung contnins the follow=-
ing proposition for the regulation of the eventual
union ol Bavarla with the North Geraman Con-
federation:—

Articie 1, The kingdom of Bavaria enters (nto a
congtitutional union with the North German Uon-
federation, whioh, In conseguence of such entry,
adopts the name of “Cerman Confederatin,"

Article 2. As basis of the constitution of this
Y“Crerman Confederation,” the general constitution
of the North German Counfederation of April 14,
1867, shall be adopted. with the following special
provisions respecting the several articles,

Article 8. Bavaria shall have six votes in the Fe.
deral Counetl

Article 4, In the first (military) Committee of the
Federal Council, Bavaria shall at all times be repre-
sented hy a member of the Faderal Council, to be
appointed by his Majesty the King of Bavaria. With
respect to the committea of costoms duties and
taxation, trade and commerce, aa woell as the keeping
of accounts, the provisions of article 8, section 8,
of customs treaty, remain in foree,

Artlcle 8. The Faderal Presidency [8 bound to keep
the Federal Council completely wnformed on the
course of diplomatic negotiations which are carried
on to ward off the danger of war from without, con-
cluding alliances, or the reatoration of peace,

Article 6. Any negotiations of peace after a fedes
ral war shall be attended by a representative of
Bavaris, to be appolnted by his Majesty the Kiog of
Bavaria.

Articie 7. In case of a hostile Invasion of the fede-
ral territory or a warlike attask on the coasts, the
declaration of war must be made under any elrcume-
stances; in all other cases the concurronce of the
toverelgns of at least two-thirds of the population
ghall be requisite,

Article 5, The federal ambassadors at Vienna,
P'aris, and Rome receive a counelllor of legation, to
e appointed by his Majesty the King of Bavaria,
and shall be consldered an ofMeer of the confedera.
tion, and possesa all the rights and aualities of such
a one,

Artiole 8, Federal legisiation concerning the taxing
of epirits and beer shall wot be¢ extended to the
kingdom of Bavaria on this side of the Rhine. Ap-
proxtmate imposts shall as much as possible be n-
trodunced,

Artlele 10, Concerning the levying and administra-
tion of the Jdues and customs duties and thelr super-
vision, the provisions of the customs treaty remain
in force,

Article 11. The produce of the dues and castoms
duties remains with Bavaria. With regard to the
distribution of the common revenues the provisions
of the customs union remain in foree,

Article 18, The Federal Presidency ghall only con-
struet federal rallways in Havaria with the consent
of the Bavarian Government,

Article 18, Articles 48, 49, and 50 of the North
Cierman Constitution (post and telegraph) are not
aprltvuble In_Bavaria.

Article 14, The Federal Presidency shall call a
number of Bavarian subjects to the posts of eonswules
i isxi, Such number to be in proportion to the votes
of Bavaria in the Federal Councll; and also to com-
municate to the Bavarian Government the names of
persons to be appointed as Federal consuls before
such appuintiment takes place,

Article 15, For the present article 51 ahall not be
applicable to Bavarla, but a general German mill-
tary law for the confederation shall be Introdaced
:‘nnll;with. The Prussian law shall serve as the
Jasls,

Article 16, ITis Majesty the Eing of Bavaria shall
apply at least nn eﬂnnl amount to that mentioned in
article 62 to the Baverian military establishments
and furnith the requisite proofs, For the rest arti-
cle 62 I8 applicable to Bavaria.

Article 17, The rights he‘.lunglrl to the federal
commander In time of peace shall be exercised to-
warads Bavaria by the military committee of the
Federal Councll.

Article 18, The provisions of article 64 are appli-
cable to Bavaria.

Article 19, The Federal Presidency does not avail
itself of the right of article 65 within the Kingdom
of Bavaria.

Artiele 20, Prussia pledges herself not to proclaim
martial law in Bavaria except with the concurrence
of the Bavarian Government,

Article 21. The quota to the general Federal ex-
penses ghall be furnished I:{ Bavaria in two hall-
yearly Instalments not later than January 1 and July
1 in each year.

Arifcle 22, Aslong as no superior Federal comrt
existe,offenses againat the confederation, committed
in Bavaria, shall be punished according to the Bava-
rine laws,

Article 28, Propositions to alter the Constitution
shall he congtdered rejected even if Bavaria votes in
the minority of the Federal Council.

THE STEUBEN MONUMENT.

Ifts Dedleation—Interesting Ceremonies.

The corner-stone of a monument to the
memory of Baron Steuben, the distinguished
(German officer who fought vallantly in our war
for independence, was lald in May last at the
Bchutzen Park. The monument has now been
completed by Mr. Jacques Juvenal, the contrac-
tor, and unvelled this afternoon. It is imme-
diately in front of the mansion at the park, and
is of ltalian marble, hiﬁlﬂy polished, standing
about 1214 fect high,the disc belng about four feet
in height and four feet square, on whieh appears
the simple word ‘‘Steuben,"” on the American
shield, around which is a wreath of oak, and a
representation of a torch and sword below.
The monument i3 surmounted by a bust of
Steuben, about 2}¢ feet high, which is said to
be a capital likeness. The German societies
in this city determined seme months ago to
unveil the monument to-day, and at the same
time have a two days' festival; and, accord-
insf‘liy, to-day and w-morrow the festival will be
held. .

This morning, about ten o'clock, the proces-
glon to inaugurate the festivities was formedin
front of the City Hall by Chief Marshal General
Gerhardt. The procession took up the line of
march by Four-and-a-half street, Pennsylvania
avenue, and Seventh streel Lo the park ut 11
o'clock, and on the line of march quite a num-
ber of bouquets were handed to those in line,
Beveral places along the line were decorated,

The ceremonies consisted of the opening ad-
